WATER CO. MEETS 


Municipal Water Talk—Amend¬ 
ments to the By-laws 
Approved. 


Municipul water .seemed a little 
nearer than for a lonj? time at the close 
of the adjourned session of the annual 
meeting of the Sierra Madre Water 
(^ ., last evening. After consideration 
of the amendments to the by-laws for 
which the meeting had been called, a 
motion offered by Captain Osgood in¬ 
structing the directors to continue 
careful consideration of methods of 
bringing about municipal ownership 
was pa.ssed unanimously. 

Remarks called forth by Captain Os- 
good’ss motion were heartily in favor 
• if municipal ownership at the earliest 
possible date. Decidedly encouraging 
was the statement of Mr. J. G. Blumer 
that some of the legal difficulties that 
had appeared In the pa.st no longer ap¬ 
ply. While the action of the meeting 
on this proposition will not develop 
any detinite results In the immediate 
future, it Is altogether probable that 
some formal proposition will be in 
readiness by the time of the next an¬ 
nual meeting. 

All the proposed amendments to the 
by-laws <»f the coinpaiiy and the rec¬ 
ommendations of the special commit¬ 
tees of eleven were adopted. These 
have been outlined In the News hereto¬ 
fore and lack of time prevents any 
elaboration upon them in this issue.

Important Addition tp Mt. Wilson 
Equipment—Solar Union Meeting 


News that a museum for the particu¬ 
lar benefit of the sight seeing public 
will be erected in connection with the 
Mount Wilson observatory will be re¬ 
ceived with pleasure by the throngs of 
people whf) have wished for an oppor¬ 
tunity to go through the ob.servatory 
Itself. The building will be erected 
this summer. In addition to a large 
amount of other construction work that 
will be done. 

Probably half the pet)i)le who climb 
Mr. Wilson inquire at the hotel If it is 
possible to get Into tWe observatory 
and are greatly disappointed to find It 
practically sealed to visitors. Mani¬ 
festly, the observatory corps w’ould 
have no time for anything but answer¬ 
ing questions if a throng like that 
which visited the peak last Sunday 
were i>ermltted in the buildings. 

The new building will be placed 
about half way between the big dome 
wliich houses the 60-inch reflector and 
the Iqng white building which houses 
the Snow telescope. Some in.struments 
which will be of interest to the public, 
•stellar and .st)lar jihotographs and other 
things will be exhibited. A man will be 
in charge for the purpose of answering 
«luestlons. 

in addition to the museum a new 
tower tele.scope with 100-fot)t tower 
and 50-foot well underneath will be 
constructed. The present tower Is but 
60 feet In height and the well is but 
30 feet deep. The greater focal length 
should permit observations for which 
the present equipment is inadequate. 

The old frame building which houses 
tiie power plant will be demolished and 
a permanent concrete building erected. 
Hereafter only permanent buildings 
will be erected, concrete and steel en¬ 
tering largely into their construction. 

Next year .Mt. Wilson will be the 
scene of one of the greatest gatherings 
of astroncuners ever held. The Cf)n- 
vention of the Solar ITnion will be held 
there and astronomers from all over 
the world will gather for the discus¬ 
sion of problems of common Interest. 
No other body that could come to Mt. 
Wilson would bring the observatory 
into such prominence as the Solar 
ITnion. 

Dr. h'rederlck H. Sears will become 
the new superintendent of the compu¬ 
tation department of the observatory, 
havin.g resigned his position as pro¬ 
fessor of astronomy at the University 
of Missouri to take the place. He is a 
graduate of the University of Califor¬ 
nia and has done special re.search work 
at Paris and Berlin.

Times Correspondent Goes the Limit 
in Misrepresentations 


Under a Sierra Madre date line 
Tuesday’s Times contained the follow¬ 
ing paragraph: 

“There l.s a rumor that the proposed 
municipal ga.s plant will not be built 
for a long time, and that another issue 
of bonds may be necessary. It is said 
that the trustees were mislead by one 
of the chief promoters of the .scheme.” 

The.se grtjssly misleading statements, 
without an iota of fact for foundation, 
must have caused the ears of their au¬ 
thor to burn about that time the para- 
[ graph was read by the people conver¬ 
sant with the facts. If they did not burn 
It must ha%e been because they arc 
seared and callous from previous 
scorchlng.s. 

The truth is: 

The Sierra Madre municipal gas 
plant will be built just as soon as the 
ab.solutely necessary legal steps for 
sale of bonds, etc., can be completed. 

No further Issue of bonds will be 
necessary. The city trustees did not 
go into the proposition blindly and 
without learning how much money 
would be required. The $30,000 will be 
ample and will probably leave a mar¬ 
gin over what is absolutely necessary. 

The statement that the trustees were 
misled “by one of the chief promoters” 
of municipal gas is merely a veiled at¬ 
tack upon someone who has Incurred 
the enmity of the Times correspond¬ 
ent. 

These fal.se statements hurt no in¬ 
dividual but the writer of them. But 
they do hurt Sierra Madre. The im¬ 
pression goes broadcast over Southern 
California that this city has been bun-

coed on municipal gas, while people on 
the ground and familiar with the cir¬ 
cumstances know better. 

In justice to the local circulation and 
business agent of the Times it must be 
.said that the work of the local corre¬ 
spondent Is as distasteful to him as to 
anyone. It is likely that some means 
will be found soon to bring relief.

A TRIP TO KILAUEA 

Mr. and Mrs. Robert T. See of Sierra 
Madre, who returned recently from 
Honolulu, had a most enjoyable trip 
and their visit to the islands was one 
buig to be remembered. One of their 
most interesting experiences was a 
visit to Kilauea, the world’s “greatest 
living volcano." Mr. See has written 
fm- the New.s a brief account of this 
trip, as follows: 

Kilauea volcano is on the island of 
liawali, 2.50 miles from Honolulu. We 
took the steamer from Honolulu, reach¬ 
ing Hilo the folhiwing morning. There 
aie a lailroad journt'y of -yl miles and 
9 miles by stage between Hilo and the 
Volcano House. The stage ride is a 
I ttle rough but that unpleasantness is 
(juickly forgotten as one views the 
f n est of fern trees, growing to a height 
of 40 to .50 feet, on either side of the 
road. 

We arrive at t'le \'olcano House at 
t* t'. m.. and after a good dinner, horses 
are saddled, we all don rain coats ami 
w ith a native guide start for the vol¬ 
cano, three miles distant over the cold 
lava flow. There is a cold, driving rain 
a lid pitchy darknes.s. The reflection 
fi'oni the volcano looks like a big fire 
in the distance. 

About half a mile from the pit we 
leave the horses, and the last part of 
t'le journey is a hot walk. The lava 
w as very hot to our feet in places. 

At last we reached the rim and 
looked over into the grandest and most 
terrible sight I ever expect to see. 
From the roaring mass of red hot lava 
seven or eight fountains of fire played 
to a height of 30 or 40 feet. 

The sfght is almost indescribable but 
looks a great deal like a storm at sea. 
the way the hot stuff is pitched around. 
The heat at the side of the crater is 
intense and visitors should take masks 
to protect their faces. At times the 
fumes of sulphur are hellish and then 
the masks come into good use as fans. 
But this unpleasantness, while often 
repeated, does not la.st for any great 
length of time. The .strongest fumes 
f»f sulphur come from the “Devil’s 
Kitchen,’’ an opening some little dis¬ 
tance from the pit. which is belching 
forth the yellow' mineral till ibe sur-

ready, boiled over the hot cracks in the 
lava. After this lunch w’e start for the 
! Volcano House, promising ourselves to 
, return the folowing day. 

I The crater is about eight miles in 
1 circumference and the lake of fire in- 
: sltie the pit, called "Hale mail man," Is 
I about 400 by 600 feet. The depth from 
the rim of the crater is not more than 
90 feet and still rising. But there has 
I been no overflow for a century. It may 
sink to a depth of 1,000 feet at any 
time. 

In conclusion I will say that this is 
a trip which no one will ever forget or 
regret. My advice to any one taking 
the trip is, to be sure and take their 
Bible.

W'itliin a few months citizen’s asso¬
